SEWARD (Alaska) June 17.—All 
the volcanoes along the Alaskan 
Peninsula and adjacent islands as far 
to the westward as Unimak Pass are 
in‘ eruption, emitting flames and dense 
volumes of smoke.

In- 
stead, he has inaugurated a rebellion 
upon a project of high importance— 
the arbitration treaty with Great Brit- 
sin—at a time when the London gov- 
ernment is using its influence to pac- 
ify Japan and induce it to be mod- 
erate in its representations concerning 
the California question.

Hundred Cold Storage Houses and Two Thousand Re- 
tail Shops in Battle to Eliminate Middlemen and to Di- 
vide Profits With Consumers of Meat and Produce.

patch.}] A new scheme to buffet 
the high cost of living has bobbed up. 
It is a $50,000,000 co-operative cor- 
poration, organized in Delaware un- 
der the name of the National Co-op- 
erative Company, to handle cattle and 
produce from the producer to the con- 
sumer.

The Governors will convene next 
at Denver. Gov. Carey of Ne- 
vada and Gov. Ammons of Colorado 
were elected president and secretary 
respectively for the year. Gov. Carey 
had been elected previously to pre- 
side at the conference here. The state- 
ment of what the Gevernors believed 
should be the policy of the National 
Governors was in part as follows: 
“That as rapidiy as possible the 
States become prepared to take over 
the work of conservation and the Fed- 
eral government withdraw its bu- 
reaus from the field. The permanent 
withdrawal of any lands from entry 
and sale, we believe contrary to the 
spirit of the ordinance of 1787, and 
we urge that such lands be returned 
te entry. — 

“Dilatory action on the part of the 
executive departments of the govern- 
ment in passing title to purchasers of 
Public lands is unfair to the States 
as it permits purchasers to occupy 
lands indefinitely without paying taxes.

The resolutions expressed apprecia- 
tion of the work done by the depart- 
ments at Washington in co-operation 
with the several States in experimen- 
tation and instruction.

A. P. DAY WIRE To THE 

BOSTON, June 7.—After deliberat- 
ing throughout the night, the jury 
acguitted President W!'liam M. Wood 
of the American Woo!er. Company of 
the charge of conspiracy to injure 
the textile strikers at Lawrence by 
“planting” dynamite. A disagreement 
in the case of Frederick E. Atteaux 
Was reported. Dennis J. Collins, who 
turned State's evidence was found 
guilty on two counts end not guilty 
on the other four counts in the indict- 
ment. 

The first count charged conspiracy 
to injure the textile sirikers and the 
second conspiracy to injure unknown 
persons. The other counts alleged 
conspiracy against certvin persons and 
&@ plot to damage property. 

The jurors began their delibera- 
tions of the case at 3 o clock and were 
out all night without reporting. Court 
reconvened at 9:30 this morning and 
the jury came in at 10 o'clock. 

The foreman reported that Collins 
was guilty on the first two counts; 
Wood acquitted, and that the jury 
had been unable to agree in the case 
of Atteaux. 

The court ordered that bail for 
Atteaux be renewed pending disposi- 
tion of his case. 

Attorney Henry F. huiburt, counsel 
for Weod, asked the covrt te direct 
an investigation of the published 
statement that an attempt had been 
made to influence Morris Shuman 
one of the jurors. Before the court 
made its charge yesterday, Shuman 
was called before Judge John C. 


ment which he was sa‘d te have made 
te the District Attorney that a man. 
unnamed, had intimated to him that 
he might have a business position for 
life and $200 if he voted right. 

Upen assuring the court that he 
would not be influenced by the al- 
leged attempt at briberv. Shuman was 
permitted to continue in the jury box. 
An investigation was crcered to be« 
gin next Wednesday. 

WOOD'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Wood gave out a statement to- 
night in which he said in part: 

“I am profoundly grateful for the 
verdict which the jury has rendered 
in my behalf in the so-called dyna- 
mite case. I had no reason at any 
time to assume that the verdict would 
be otherwise. I was rot conscious 
any cullt In connection with the al- 
leged conspiracy, because I was in 
no way implicated in it, nor did I 
have any knowledge cf it.” 


HURLBURT TA 

In asking for the investiga Mr. 
Hurlburt said: 

“The newspapers of Boston have 
been filled with the statement that a 
juror was approached. While the 
name of the attorney to whom he 
said this juror was to g« to get $200 
Was not mentioned, it was generally 
known through rumors circulated 
about the court that the attorney was 


myself. 


“I am an officer of this court. The 
charge of attempting ‘to bribe a juror 
t of the gravest character. [If any 
officer of this court or any attorney, 
is implicated it is due to such persons 
that a proper and thorough investi- 
gation be meade. The jurors are here 
and I ask that they be kept while 
those charges are publicly investi- 
gated.” 

Dist.-Atty. Pelletier sald that he 
endorsed everything that Mr. Hurl- 
burt had said. He iteclared that he 
@id4 not believe that either Mr. Hurl- 
burt or hie client. Dr. Wood. had 
even the slightest connection with the 
matter. In dismissing the jurors, the 
court congratulated them upon thelr 
ability to find the verdicts returned 
and sald that they were entitled to 
the thanks of the county. 

After the adjournment of court, 
Wood was surrounded tv a crowd of 
friends. <Atteaux, while showing 

ininiy his disappointment at the 
ury’s failure to acquit him, expressed 
Satisfaction over the outcome of 
Wood's case.

Mrs. W. &. James of Shatto place 
has recently returned from the Ha- 
walian Islands, where she passed a 
number of weeks. 

Because of her interest In the Psy- 
chopathic Society and the care of the 
insane in Southern California, she vis- 
ited Oahu asylum in Honolulu. The 
institution is located within easy dis- 
tance of the business section of the 
city. The grounds comprise some sev- 
en acres, with cottages to house the 
patients at night. 

“Nearly 200 patients were pres- 
ent,” Mrs. James said last night, “and 
were seen at entrances scattered about 
the grounds, most of them squatting 
on the ground entirely unrestrained. 
They were of many nationalities—Chi- 
nese, Japanese, natives, Portuguese, 
South Sea Isianders and an 
white person. The physician in 
charge, Dr. Schaller, informed the 
party that they saw the Worst cases 
under his care, when he pointed out 
a Chinese and two Portuguese women 
seated in heavy rocking chairs, with 
boards locked across in front, which 
prevented the patients from rising. 
Apparently these 300 persons herded 
together in the grounds gave very lit- 
tle trouble and were mostly of a mild 
type of insanity. 

“"We have a condition of 
affairs here,’ the doctor atated. “Most 
of these patients are uneducated—the 
only way in which they could be em- 
ployed would be on the land and our 
space is too limited for that. Their 
language and their ways are strange. 
The Chinese eat with chopsticks and 
crave dried fish; the Japanese live on 
rice: the Hawailang want fish and pol. 
We serve all meals on the grounds 
and have no use for a dining-room.” 

“There is little attempt at curative 
treatment—the place is little more 
than a detention home, with no ar- 
rangements for segregating or treat- 
ing cases. A cement building to cost 
$50,000 is now in process of erection 
and will give accommodation for sev- 
enty patients. But it would seem that 
what is needed is a new location, in 
as cool a spot as possible and with 
land enough for gardening. Provi- 
sions for bathe and treatment are 
needed, too, and it would be a great 
kindness to many of these poor dumb 
souls who must pass their days among 
aliens, if occasionally an interpreter 
could be provided so that they could 
communicate with their guardians and 
attendants.

NOT GUILTY. 


BOY'S PUNISHMENT DECLARED 
NOT EXCESSIVE. 


But Justice Cassidy Says Good 
Thing to Air Case for Lesson of

Beneficent Plan of the Great 
Railway Managers.

Selective immigration, the settle- 
ment of the fit on the lands of Califor- 
nia and the education of them to fur- 
ther fitness, is the desideratum to 
which four great railroad companies 
are now bending their efforts. 

Realizing their impotency in this 
movement to get settlers for the va- 
cant places of the State uniess the 
steamship companies shall co-operate, 
a movement is now afoot among rail- 
road officials to enlist the support of 
the shipping men toward barring out 
the undesirables. Just what will come 
of this plan is uncertain, but those be- 

d the movement are hopeful that 

before 1915, the year that is ex- 
pected to see immigration reach high 
tide, there will be a California pro- 
tective alliance between the railroads 
and the steamship companies. ’ 

“We have made many inquiries 
among the shipping concerns as to 
what restrictions, if any, they will im- 
pose on immigrants,” said General 
Passenger Agent Peck ef the Salt 
Lake, yesterday. “Their replies are 
that the immigration restrictions of 
this and foreign countries are strict 
enough for prectical purposes, but ex- 
press the desire to co-operate with us 
in getting those we desire.” 

FARMERS WANTED. 
' “T am in favor of bureaus abroad, 
jointly supported by the interested, to 
encourage the coming of the desir- 
ables and to discourage the undesir- 
ables,” sald Second Vice-President 
McCormick of the Southern Pacific, 
some time back. “What we want is 
farmers to settle some of the 20,000,-

Again you are quoted as saying. 


“we had Dr. Whitman up before the 
State Labor Bureau charged with 
working giris over time, and he told 
us that he was working them eight 
hours, and that it waé practical to 
work them eight hours a day. and 
now he has changed frcnt, and the 
reason must be obvious to all.” This 
statement is added proof of your in- 
sincerity and your 4etermination to 
see this bill become a law through 
deception. 

You know very well that I have 
never been summoned before the 
Labor Bureau, or any other bureau 
or commission. A long time ago, I 
received a courteous not. not from 
you, but from the Deputy Labor 
Commissioner, calling my attention 
to the fact that information had been 
received by them that some woman 
had been worked over hours itn the 
hospital. I wished te know more 
about the matter, and called at the 
office for information on the subject. 
I was told that someonsa, they did not 
seem to know who, had complained 
that some woman in the laundry had 
worked more than eight hours I 


| Srotedly did say that the laundry 


women were only required to work 
eight hours, and thet was true. both 
then and now. Upon investigating 
this matter, I found that the infor- 
mation received by the Labor Bureau 
was absolutely untrue. A woman who 
had been discharged by the steward 
had tried to make trouble. As you 
well know, the nurses were not in- 
cluded in this matter, notwithstand- 
ing your attempt to create the im- 
pression that they were, and that I 
“had changed front and the result 
‘must be obvious to all.”’ 

Again you misstate facts when you 
say that right here in California we 
have about nine hospitals which are 
making & success of not working 
nurses more than eight hours. I 
challenge you to produce one such. 

may be some that have an 
eight-hour system, as we have at the 
County Hospital, but it is not fixed 
to eight hours tn any twenty-four 
hours, no forty-eight heurs a week. It 
is fifty-six hours per week. Herein 
is where you are attempting, and so 
far, with considerable success, to de- 
ceive the public. who do not look 
deeply into the subject, and do not 
see that an eight-hour day, and 
forty-eight hours per weék, means 
three shifts of nurses a day, and an- 
other set for Sundays. Neither do 
they realize that the law, if such it 
becomes, is so infiexib'e as not to per- 
mit the nurses to remain on duty to 
assist in the completion of any sur- 
gical procedure or maternity case. 
Not a State tn the Union has such a 
law, nor ts there a single hospital in 
existence operated undcr such restric- 
tions as your infamous bill No. 466 
im poses. 

I desire to say further that the ob- 
ject of your frantic efforts to have 
this bill become a law te obvious, but 
unlike you, I will state why ft is, in 
my opinion, obvious. It is not that 
you are so solicitous for the welfare 
of the student nurses, rot in the least: 
for you well know they do not want 
any such law, notwithstanding your 
repeated statement of coercion and 
statements that the hovpital has been 
holding meetings of thelr student 
nurees trying to scare them into pro- 
testing against the eight-hour law, to 
the. contrary. which you should also 
know to be a statement as false as 
ever uttered. Let anyone read the 
dill, and see who receives the bene- 
fite from aljl fines imposed for viola- 
tion of this law that pckes its sneak- 
ing nose into the affairs of a noble 
profession. and they shovld see clear- 
ly where the joker lies. 

The principal object appears to be 
to fatten the fund to pay the salaries 
of the Labor Bureau employees. That 
is why vou Labor Bureau people are 
attempting to drag student nurses into 
the same class with the common lia- 
borers.

LONDON, June 7.—({Special Dis- 
patch.]

A commission of judges 
Was appointed to investigate the mat- 
ter, and it was not until 1867 that a 
decision was given against Queen Vic- 
toria’sa claim. There was a huge 
casket of pearis, which had been 
brought from Hanover during the 
reign of George II, but these pearls 
were the gréat pride of the collection. 
They were officially valued in 1857 at 
$1,000,000. Queen Victoria and Prince 
Albert were both very savage at be- 
ing obliged to give the jewels up to 
the King of Hanover, and the Queen 
was said to have cried with vexation. 
Lord Wensleydale, who was one of 
the judges, declared in 1867 that the 
case was perfectly clear, and ought 
to have been settled, years ago.

in 1906, she attracted the attention 
of King Leopold during one of his 
periodical visits to Paris. They were 
married privately according to the 
rites of the church, but, as stated, by 
the Belgian law she had no status at 
court, and the marriage was never 
avowed until after Leopold's death. 
The date and place of the ceremony 
is uncertain. One story has it. tha 
the couple were driven in a motor ca 
to a little Franciscan chapel near the 
Italian frontier and that the cere- 
mony took place there. The general 
belief, however, is that it took place 
at Laeken during the King’s final Uil- 
ness. The aged ruler lavished the 
blood-stained riches of his rubber in- 
ferno of the Congo. Free State upon 
Caroline Delacroix, who had great 
mansions and estates in both France 
and Belgium. In order to avoid a 
scandal which would have been 
caused by creating her a peeress of 
Belgium, he made her Baroness

ADOPT SAFETY DEVICE. 

The Paris - Lyon - Mediterranean 
Rallway is about to experiment with 
‘an automatic signal alarm on a larger 
scale than any yet attempted on the 
Continent. It will comprise 268 sig- 
nalling points on a aystem of double- 
track lines extending over 300 miles. 
A frog is placed in the middie of the 
track at each important signal post, 
and when the signal is raised the frog 
also rises, both being operated by the 
same lever from the signai-box.

OLD CHURCH RESTORED AND 
CLOISTER ADDED. 


Concrete Arcade Built Around 
Court at Rear of Ancient Structure. 
Fathers in Charge to Be. Better 
Housed and Power for Service 
Enlarged. 


Of particular interest to all who 
love to recall the history of the ort- 
gin’of Los Angeles is the work of res- 
toration and improvement that fs be- 
ing carried on at the old 
Church at North Main street a 
Sunset boulevard. Following the en- 
largement of the old edifice last year 
by the addition of a new portion at 
the rear, a cloister and sacristy are 
now being completed back of the long 
brick building which houses the fath- 
ers in charge of the mission. Plans 
for the new building, the addition 
and for the general architectural rew 
toration were prepared by Albert

Sectionalism has played no .pari 
with the President in making his se- 
lections, high or low.

The House committees have not 
been completely organized, but south- 
ern Democrats held all the impor- 
tant chairmanships in the last Con- 
gress with the exception of the Ap- 
propriations and Foreign Affairs com- 
mittees, Fitzgerald of New York be- 
ing chairman of the former and Sul- 
zer of the same State, heading the 
latter. 

The big Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, which already has been chosen 
for the present Congress and which 
not only handles the tariff bill, bat 
all other committee assignments, is 
about evenly divided in membership 
of the majority party between North- 
ern and Southern States. The Com- 
mittee on Rules hes five Democrats 
from Southern States to two from the 
North. Not only will the tariff be 
revised under the leadership of south- 
ern Democrats, but the same forces 
will handle the revision of the cur- 
rency laws. 

It should be said, however, that 
there is not a semblance of sectional 
feeling among the Democrats over 
the make-up of the committees. The 
facts inetanced here are merely t- 
tended to show how generally and 
with what strength the South is as- 
serting herself tn the conduct of af- 
fairs in Washington under the new 
administration.

It is said that Father Rougier 
knows more about the strange islands 
that jut above the bosom of the Pa- 
cific south of Honolulu than any other 
man who has been in these waters. He 
knows their location and has visited 
the majority of them. Father Rou- 
gier wears the garb of his clerical 
vocation, whether in the capitals of 
Europe or in a copra grove of some 
distant islet.

PAST AND PRESENT. 

This Antelope Valley country, just 
over the mountains from the metropo- 
lie of the southwest, has a strange 
and, it must be confessed, a grim his- 


the graveyard of the ambitions of 
thousands of settlers during the past 
forty years. It's very name had be- 
come synonomous with failure and 
despair in the minds of a large por- 
ition of the population of Southern 
California before most of those who 
have in the last few years succeeded 
in establishing profitable farms in the 
district had ever marketed a crop: 
The metaphor of the graveyard, in 
fact, is startlingly suggestive to one 
who has ever driven through the val- 
ley in an automobile. In all parts of 
the Antelope country one is constantly 
encountering the ruins of abandoned 
houses, tumble-down windmills, strag- 
sling bite of fence, the dead stalks 
of fruit trees, and strangely-out-of- 
place clearings In the midst of inter- 
minable miles of mesquite, mute and 
pitiful evidences of buried hopes and 
wasted efforts. 


It was no scene of hopeless 
desolation, however, which yester- 
day's celebrantsa at Lancaster were 
invited to see. The Antelope Valley 
people had satisfied themselves that 
theirs was a country that could be 
made to take its place among the 
productive areas of Southern Califor- 
nia, in apite of all the dismal fall- 
ures of the past, and they were ask- 
ing their visitors to take a look at 
the living proof of their assertions. 
This proof consisted of the several 
finely cultivated tracts that have been 
developed near Lancaster since the 
valley farmers began te hitch mod- 
ern gas engines to powerful pumps 
and to go down into the earth after 
the life-bringing water which, alone, 
was needed to make their land pro- 


ductive. 
The Antelope people make no 
the failures 


to the developed garden spots of the 
southiand. Most of those who have 
failed, they declare, have been the vic- 
tims of unserupuleus promoters or 
have blindly and ignorantly tackled 
a proposition that has been demon- 
strated to be hopeless. namely, dry 
farming, which, excepting in a few 
favored spots against the foothills, 
has proven the Waterloo of all who 
have tried it. The Antelope Valley, 
they point out, ie a part of the Mojave 
Desert. and as desert land re- 
claimable only through artifically de- 
veloped water resources. It was not 
until the monotonous chug-chug of 
the gas engine began to be heard 
in the valley, they assert, that the 
Antelope country bégan to come in- 
to its own. 

The aggregate acreage of the pices 
developed and now being developed 
by modern methods in the valley is 
small in comparison with the enor- 
mous extent of the Antelope district 
itself and with the bulk of develop- 
ment in other parts of the Southland, 
but if the best of the valley farms 
may fairly be taken as any indica- 
tion of the possibilities of the sed- 
tion, the Antelope Valley is indeed 
what its boosters have named it, “A 
Country With a Future.” 

"THE LONG TRAIL.” 

Back in the days of the padres the 
“long trail” of the herdsmen lay 
through the Antelope Valley. Through 
it in winter roamed the flocks bound 
for the summer grazing grounds of 
the North. Year after year they wan- 
dred back and forth, always appear- 
ing in the Antelope Valley country 
just as the pop began to glow up- 


on the hills. e buyers of woo! al- 
ways met the herds on the “long 
trail.” 


Until the early fifties the sheep had 
the trail to themselves. Then came 
‘the cattle. As time went on the 
herds grew smaller, the droves larger. 
Today the agriculturalists are casting 
covetous eyes upon the last of the 
eattle country. 

The strangest caravan that ever 
passed along the “long trail” was the 
train of camels brought by Gen. Ed- 
Fr. Beale across the continent

fact, had it not been 
for the timely shooting of one of the 
antelope aborigines of the valley just 
east of Lake Elizabeth, Beale might 
never heve lived to reach the Tejon 
and to acquire the great grants in the 
lower San Joaquin Valley, which, un- 
til they passed into the hands of a 
Los Angeles syndicate a little over a 
year ago, bore his name and remained 
in his family. 

In the middle seventies settlers be- 
gan to take up homesteads in various 
portions of the valley, which, it ap- 
pears, had unti! that time been re- 
garded as unfit for human habita- 
tion. The first-comers found the dis- 
trict at its best, having come in a year 
blessed with rainfall. Their reports 
electrified others, and tents and rough 
homes began to spring up in all parts 
of the valley. The homesteaders be- 
gan to think they had veen missing 
something. 

Alas for the dreams of those who 
first invaded the valley. They, like 
thousands to come, were to face the 
ruin wrought by the dry years. They 
were literally trapped by nature and 
driven forth to curse the place that 
had been their undoing. Tempted by 
the inviting nearness of the valley to 
the advancing district south of the 
Sierra Madres. there homesteaders 
tried year in and year out for forty 
years to win against the desert ways 
and all but a handful who happened 
to hit it just right in the foothill re- 
gions failcd miserably. 

The history of the valley since the 
frst settiers firet tried to overcome 
the desert has been a succession of 
small booms, flurries of excitement 
upon the part of land hungry men, 
eager to work and determined to win, 
but helpleas to cope with the inevit-

Other smaller colonies 
found conditions eqvally discourag- 
ing. In 1883 the first artesian well 
was sunk in the valley by the South- 
ern Ratiway; which had ex- 
tended its line throvgh the district 
seven years before. This well, sunk 
to supply locomotives with water, 


number of Sacramento families to 
the valley. These formed a colony. 
Buying lands away from the artesian 
belt, they were unable to get suffi- 
cient water and gave up in disgust. 
Today some of the successful devel- 
opers of the valley are pumping an 
abundance of water with gas es 
in the same territory. 

Nothing daunted by his early fail- 
ure, Wicks in 1884 purchased from 
the railroad sixty sections of land in 
the vicinity of the site of the present 
town of Lancaster, paying two and 
one-half dollars an acre for the tract. 
He at once set about to bulld a town 
around the rail section-house 
which comprised the sole im prove- 
ment in the vicinity. He named the 
place Lancaster, after his native city 
of Lancaster, Pa. Wicks in his day 
was a:king of boosters and he showed 
the modern spirit by advertising the 
Antelope Valley far and wide in the 
hewspapers of this country and Eng- 
land. As the result of his publicity 
efforts, many English families left 
the old country and tackled the hard 
proposition of farming the desert by 
European methods. 

The stories of the colonization ex- 
periments that followed are not only 
tragic, but ludicrous. One notorious 
promoter after another came to the 
valley with his hopeful aggregation 
of dupes. The fever was on and the 
failure of one colony never appeared 
to arouse doubts in the next. The 
strangest thing about these coloniza- 
tion fiszles was the number of for- 
eigners and especially English that 
pa inveigied into buying the valley 


The year 1890 found Lancaster and 
the Antelope Valley in a fairly pros- 
perous condition, owing to a num- 
ber of prtéceding rainy winters and 
springs. During the next four years 
a number of families settied in the 
eastern end of the valley with the 
intention of raising grain and decidu- 
cus fruits. This p ty might 
have lasted indefinitely had it not been 
for the coming of the dreaded dry 
years. .This kind of a hopeless cycle 
was maintained until about six years 
ago when the first really convincing 
results from pumped water 
began to show themselves. 

DOWN TO BUSINESS. 

It is only within the last two or 
three years that the Antelope Valley 
people have begun to pitch in to de- 
velope the district as a whole along

With Ceremony. 


Doubled Capacity Should In- 
crease Activity.

BISBEE (Aris.) June 6.—The first 
unit of the new Calumet and Arizona 
smelter at Douglas was started Mon- 
day morning at 10:30. The furnace 
fire was lighted by Miss Sarah I. Green-

Greenway of the Calumet and Ari- 
zona Company. There was almost as/ 
much ceremony as would have ac- 
companied the launching of a battle- 
ship, but it was generally felt that 
the occasion was a most important 
one to the mining industry of the 
State, as well as to the fortunes of 
the company, which has expended $2,- 
500,000 in the modernising of its 
smelter equipment. 

_At least 1200 guests and 

pie were present. Among the visitors 
were a number of high officials of the 
company, as well as H. A. MeGregor, 
who designed the plant, and Harry 
Clark who has had entire charge of 
the construction. The designing firm 
of Repeth & McGregor also planned 
the reduction works of the Arizona 
Copper, Inspiration and United Verde 
companies. 
The furnace fired Monday is one of 
a pair forty-eight inches by forty 
feet in size, capable of treating 1600 
tons of ore a day. The matter will 
be handled at six converter 

each with capacity for 100 tons @ day. 
The second furnace went into com- 
mission Thursday. By next Monday 
it is expected that the works will be 
operating smoothly under the new 
conditions and then the old furnaces 
will be cooled and removed. Soon 
thereafter four reverberatory fur- 
naces will be put into operation, giv- 
ing a total capacity for the plant of 
2400 tons a day of ore and concen- 
trates. 

‘The main bullding is considered a 
triumph of mechanical design. Its 
dimensions are 168x506 feet. A samp- 
ling and crushing plant hes been 
soded five stories high with ground 
dimensions of 43x84. The date of 
starting production in the new works 
le fully two months ahead of the one 
set when work was commenced seven- 
teen months ago. The plant is in 
charge of James Wood, who has been 
smelter superintendént for the com- 
pany since 1903, and who has = the 
distinction of having operated the 
first converter plant ever known in 
Arizona. 
Manager Greenway has «eppeinted 
a committee of employees of the Cal-

Operation of the new Calumet and 
Arizona smelter will have a material 
effect upon the copper production 
of.the Bisbee district, as the new 
plant has practically. twice the eapac- 
ity of the old one.

As an evidence of the increasing 
popularity of motor trucks with pow. 
er-dumping bodies for contracting 
work. the Pennsylvania State High- 
way Department has purchased from 
the American Locomotive Company 


two Alco trucks to be employed ini 


road building activities in the State. 

Both vehicles are of five tong rat- 
ing and are fitted with a type of body 
for hauling heavy materials such as 
rock, gravel, crushed stone and sand. 
The body raises and Jowers by the 
power of the motor, has a maximum 
angle of 45 degrees, and deposits a 
full material in thirty sec 
onds. A hand windlass is also prv- 
vided in the event that a slowen speed 
is desired.
